‘UNCONCERNED 


OVER ATTACK’ 



Court hears from man 
stabbed with a glass 


After the attack: “I thought I had been blinded in one eye.” 


A man who had his face 
smashed with a glass told a 
court last week that police offi¬ 
cers appeared unconcerned 
over the attack. 

Sanjeev Subramaniam, 41, 
from Sutton, was attacked last 
April when he tried to intervene 
in an argument at a house party 
in Sandy Lane,Tadworth. 

The case originally made head¬ 
lines when it was revealed that 
police only contacted Mr Subra¬ 
maniam to take a statement two 
months after the attack when he 
complained to Paul Burstow, MP 
for Sutton and Cheam. 

An 18-year old man, Nicky Che¬ 
quer from Mitcham, was later 
charged with grievous bodily 
harm and pleaded not guilty to 
the attack. 

Mr Subramaniam, a sports 
therapist, appeared at Guildford 
Crown Court last week and 
under cross-examination by 
Chequer’s barrister, Rosemary 
Burns, made the startling revela¬ 
tion. 

“When the police arrived you 
said you didn’t want to support 
proceedings against the person 
who hit you in the face,” she 
said. 
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“I never said that,” Mr Subra¬ 
maniam replied. 

“I thought I was blinded in one 
eye, I wouldn’t have just left it at 
that. 

“The police officer said: ‘if you 
want to leave it at that mate, you 
can leave it at that’. And I just 
looked in dismay, the ambu¬ 
lanceman shook his head be¬ 
cause he was shocked at what 
he had said - I was sat with my 
face open.” 

Ms Burns then suggested that 
Mr Subramaniam had simply 
shaken his hand to the police of¬ 
ficer to suggest he did not want 
to make a complaint. 

Mr Subramaniam laughed be¬ 
fore denying that had happened 
and added that the police offi¬ 
cer’s attitude towards him had 
left him “dismayed but not sur¬ 
prised”. 

“The reason you didn’t want to 
bring allegations is because you 
knew you would be seen as the 
aggressor,” Ms Burns continued. 

“That’s not correct,” Mr Subra¬ 
maniam replied. 

The trial continues.

Warning over card scam 


Epsom residents are losing 
thousands of pounds in an 
elaborate credit card cloning 
scam, the Epsom Guardian can 
reveal. 

Hundreds of people have 
been stung by the fraudsters in 
Ewell who are collecting card 
details and selling them 
abroad. 

One resident, who wants to 
remain anonymous, first no¬ 
ticed she had been affected 
after speaking to fellow parents 
at her children’s school, The 
Mead. 

“One lady was contacted by 
her bank asking if she’d been 
to Pakistan over the past few 
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days where withdrawals had 
been made,” she said. “I re¬ 
alised we use the same shops 
and petrol stations in the local 
area so looked at my receipts. 

“I saw that my husband had 
used our card on June 7 and 
saw in our current account 
that there had been six transac¬ 
tions made on June 10 and 
June 16 of £50 each as well as 
the ATM charges. 

“Everyone at the school ei¬ 
ther knows someone or has 
been affected by this. It’s abso¬ 
lutely rife. The cards are being 


used in Australia, Pakistan, 
Nigeria - all over the world ex¬ 
cept the UK. It’s big money 
that’s been taken. I’m so 
angry.” 

Another mother, Ashleigh 
Finnegan said she had also be¬ 
come a victim of the fraud¬ 
sters. 

“I just got my credit card 
statement today and saw that 
there were two transactions for 
£118 each,” she said. “I don’t 
even recognise the currency or 
what country it’s from. I’ve 
heard of at least 12 people that 
have been affected and that’s 
just people I’ve been speaking 
to at the school. People around 


Ewell need to be aware.” 

Another resident was con¬ 
tacted by her bank telling her 
that somebody had been trying 
to withdraw nearly £4,000 in 
Pakistan but fortunately the 
bank became suspicious and 
closed the account.

Concerns have been raised 
over the safety of a 
Banstead road following 
two motorcycle accidents 
which left one man dead.

has been named locally as 
Brian Flannery, a mechanic 
from Park Lane, Walling- 
ton. 

Mr Flannery was airlifted 
to the Royal London Hospi¬ 
tal in Whitechapel, east 
London, where he later died 
from his injuries. 

Speaking yesterday, his 
close friend Gary Traisneau 
paid tribute to Mr Flannery. 
“I’ll remember him as some¬ 
one who always had a happy 
face, who was obsessed with 
motorbikes and enjoyed 
life,” said the 27-year-old 
from Wallington, who went 
to St Mary’s Primary School 
in Carshalton and John 
Fisher secondary school in 
Purley with Mr Slannery. 

“He was a lively chap and 
got on with his own thing. 
He was carefree and was 
there for everyone. 

“He was always a gentle¬ 
man. He was a 100 per cent 
nice guy and everyone had 
time for him. Some of my 
friends have seen his par¬ 
ents.” 

Brian was from a close- 
knit Irish family” 

Mr Traisneau said he visit¬ 
ed the site of the accident 


on Tuesday evening with 
some mutual friends. “It 
was a big relief to go there,” 
he said. “There was a lot of 
emotion all round and I 
think going there has made 
what’s happened easier to 
deal with.” 

On Sunday afternoon a 
motorcycle was involved in 
a smash with a black Mer¬ 
cedes sports car near the 
roundabout leading to Wal- 
ton-on-the-Hill. 

John Taylor, 64, from Car¬ 
shalton, drove past the 
scene of the accident just 
after it had happened, at 
about 3pm. “It looked very 


serious,” he said. “The A217 
can be a dangerous road. 

“People drive very fast in 
the part of the road before 
the roundabout. 

“I think they happen here 
because people don’t realise 
that when they come off the 
motorway to use the round¬ 
about they have to slow 
down.” 

Mr Taylor also said he 
thought that Sunday’s inci¬ 
dent may have been connect¬ 
ed to a police chase, because 
a police car and an un¬ 
marked police car were di¬ 
rectly behind the Mercedes 
moments after it happened.

Police clash with ‘baying mob’ 


Leatherhead police were forced 
to call for emergency backup 
last week when a single arrest 
lead to an aggressive baying 
mob that threatened to attack 
the officers. 

Police were initially called by 
a member of the public at just 
after 8pm on Saturday evening 
to the One Stop shop in 
Kingston Road and the two offi¬ 
cers who attended arrested a 26- 
year-old man for public 
disorder. 

As the officers made the ar¬ 
rest the situation quickly esca- 
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lated after one of them was as¬ 
saulted by the suspect and a 
group of between 10 and 15 of 
his friends who had all been 
drinking alcohol and had be¬ 
come hostile. More boozy thugs 
arrived from the nearby recre¬ 
ation ground and became in¬ 
volved in the near-brawl. 

The officers quickly called for 
emergency assistance and 
shortly afterwards there was a 
heavy police presence at the 


scene. Officers attempted to 
calm the situation. 

The police helicopter was im¬ 
mediately scrambled to direct 
and record the incident and a 
dog handler was used to help 
calm the situation. 

One officer, who had moved 
into the recreation ground, had 
a bottle thrown at his head, 
which was fortunately deflect¬ 
ed. A 20-year-old suspect was re¬ 
strained with a baton and 
arrested as a result. 

Responding to the incident, 
Mole Valley Neighbourhood In¬ 


spector John Tadman, said: 
“This was violent disorder in¬ 
volving a large group of aggres¬ 
sive and drunken people. The 
two officers who initially at¬ 
tended understandably called 
for assistance. 

“With the attendance of ad¬ 
ditional officers, the situa¬ 
tion was quickly and 
efficiently brought under 
control. Five males have 
been arrested and two offi¬ 
cers were injured while 
doing so.” 

Police are keen to speak to

Police officers could seek 
a change in the law to 
allow them to go on strike 
in pursuit of their pay 
claim. 

The Police Federation is 
calling on all MPs to sup¬ 
port binding arbitration 
on police pay awards or of¬ 
ficers will fight for the 
right to strike. 

The pressure is mount¬ 
ing following a decision by 
the staff side of the Police 
Negotiating Board (PNB) 
not to appeal against the 
High Court judgment on 


police pay. 

The judgement said that 
although the independent 
police arbitration panel 
had announced a pay in¬ 
crease of 2.5 per cent for 
police officers it was not 
legally binding on 
the Home Secretary 
who had declined to 
pay the award in full. 

If legally binding 
arbitration is not 
forthcoming, the Po¬ 
lice Federation will 
lobby for full indus¬ 
trial rights for the 


140,000 police officers it 
represents throughout 
England and Wales. 

Stan Hebborn, chairman 
of Surrey Police Federa¬ 
tion added, who repre¬ 
sents 2,000 police officers, 


said: “The Government 
don’t do themselves any 
favours when they subse¬ 
quently award themselves 
outrageously inflated in¬ 
creases to their salaries, 
as revealed recently!”

submits plans for car park

One of Ashtead’s council-owned 
car parks could be extended by 
Tesco, which wants to take over its 
management if it gets planning per¬ 
mission to build a new supermarket 
in the village. 

It also wants to improve the safety 
of the junction of The Street and 
Woodfield Lane near the site of its 
proposed new store. 

Tesco intends to submit a plan¬ 
ning application to build the new 
supermarket to Mole Valley Dis¬ 
trict Council in July. 

It also intends to submit its plans 
to extend the council-owned car 
park behind Ashtead Peace Memo¬ 
rial Hall by 25 places by purchasing 
some land from properties sur¬ 
rounding it. 

The supermarket giant wants to 
take over the management of the 
car park from the council and dis¬ 
place long-term parking into the 
council owned car park in Grove 
Road, Ashtead. 

Tesco held a series of public con¬ 
sultation meetings last week with 
the aim of overcoming a flood of ob¬ 


jections to its plans to build a super¬ 
market on the site of the former 
Esso petrol station in The Street. 

A Tesco spokesman said: “It all 
went very well. We will go back and 
consider the points that have been 
made to us.” 

Ashtead Village councillor Chris 
Hunt said: “At this stage we under¬ 
stand that a planning application 


will be made, but no terms have 
been agreed in respect of the car 
park. 

“We have insisted that Tesco pro¬ 
vide four hour car parking for the 
benefit of Ashtead Peace Memorial 
Hall users and residents. We under¬ 
stand Tesco to be including this in 
their proposals. At present, there 
are no plans to sell the car park.”

Social housing applicants in Epsom 
and Ewell can now bid online for 
properties in the areas they would 
like to live in a new scheme which 
launched last week. 

The choice based lettings scheme, 
called Home Choice, went live last 
Thursday and the first bid was 
placed a minute later at 12:01am 
with the applicant choosing a prop¬ 
erty in Ruxley Ward. Within half- 
an-hour 12 bids had been placed 
with the oldest bidder so far being

“This scheme is welcomed in

and was stunned when she was 
told no checks on addresses were 
made. 

Mrs Banks said: “I appealed the 
decision and had to go in front of a 
panel last week. 

“The admissions officer at Sur¬ 
rey County Council was there and 
I asked what checks are made. 

“She categorically told us you do 
not need proof of address and they 
never check the addresses submit¬ 
ted. It’s absolutely incredible.” 

She added: “They never even do 
spot checks. Why shouldn’t the 
parents have to take in proof of 
their address such as when you 
join a library or a video store? It’s 
just incredible. 


“I know for a fact that there are 
people who put addresses down 
when they had not exchanged and 
they just hoped they would have 
done so by September.” 

A spokeswoman for the council 
said people with information re¬ 
lating to false addresses could con¬ 
tact them confidentially. 

She added: “It is not the general 
rule that we check addresses 
as we receive 30,000 admissions 
each year. 

“But if an allegedly fraudulent 
address is reported to us, we will 
investigate it. 

“If it is substantiated, a place 
will then be withdrawn from 
them.”

When Barbara Koch offered her partner 
help with taking the rubbish to the tip, she 
never imagined the chain of events that 
would ultimately lead to his sudden death. 

Yet it is a event that has changed her life 
and only now, three years on, she feels 
strong enough to be able to talk candidly 
about the man she refers to as a “bit of a 
clown” and a “good laugh”. 

Speaking from her Banstead home, the 
glass doors lead out on to the patio and 
garden which David had renovated short¬ 
ly before his death and acts as a constant 
reminder of how much a part of her life 
he had become. 

In 2005, David had been queuing at the 
refuse site in Blenheim Road when he be¬ 
came involved in a dispute with another 
driver over queue-jumping and had his 
arm broken. Following an operation to re¬ 
pair his arm the following day, he suffered 
heart failure and died that night. 

Some weeks later, Epsom resident Colin 
Jones was charged with manslaughter 
and grievous bodily harm and, in Decem¬ 
ber 2006, the trial took place at the Old 
Bailey 

The prosecution had alleged that Mr 
Henson’s death was a direct result of the 
incident at the tip, but although Mr Jones 
admitted going up to David’s vehicle after 
it had cut in front of his car, he said the in¬ 
jury must have been caused when Mr Hen¬ 
son had grabbed his arm and he struggled 
to free himself. 

After a three-and-a-half week trial, the 
jury took just a matter of hours to find Mr 
Jones not guilty of all the charges and he 
walked free from court. 

“I was so bitter after the court case, I 
was beside myself,” Barbara said. 

Speaking about the day her partner was 
assaulted three years ago, the incident has 
become permanently engrained on to Bar¬ 
bara’s memory and she recalls everything 
in minute detail. 

“I took him to the hospital and doctors x- 
rayed it and said he’d have to stay in 
overnight,” she said. 

“I left him overnight. It was quite a 
tricky operation and took quite a while. 
When I went down there the following 
evening he was out of the anaesthetic and 
wasn’t too bad. He seemed fairly OK and 
we were waiting to hear from the police. I 
saw him and left him for the night. 

“Then I got a phone call at about 2.30am 
and said they thought I should get down 
there and they were trying to resuscitate 
him. But it was too late. I just couldn’t be¬ 
lieve it. You don’t die from a broken arm. 
Awful things happen to people all the time 
but you just don’t expect it.” 

Reeling with the shock of his sudden 
death, Barbara and her family still had to 
deal with funeral arrangements which 
were hindered with the delays from autop¬ 
sies. 

“Because of all the autopsies we had to 
wait 11 weeks before the funeral. It was 
awful. We couldn’t have a funeral, it 
dragged on and on and on. Georgina 
[David’s youngest daughter] wanted to see 
him again when he came back from Guild¬ 
ford but she was told she shouldn’t, it was 
too late. It was very upsetting,” Barbara 
said. 

Four days later, his daughters then went 
through the ordeal of losing their mother 
when she was killed instantly in a car ac¬ 
cident after another vehicle hit the car she 
was travelling in head-on. 

“Our plans for the future were to buy a 
house in Italy when we both retired. We 
wanted to spend our later years in a 
warmer climate, be closer to David’s el¬ 
dest daughter, who lives in Switzerland 
and to have a big enough house to have my 
children over to stay Much as I would like 
to carry on with this plan the prospect of 
doing it on my own is too daunting.”

Barbara has remained in 
close contact with David’s el¬ 
dest daughter, who lives with 
her fiance, and will be flying 
abroad to be at her wedding 
next year. 

“I’m very close to Emily,” 
Barbara smiles. “I’m very 
close to her and I always have 
been. I’ve been back to Italy, 
Emily keeps telling me to go 
but I’m reluctant. She’s getting 
married next year to her fiance 
who’s Italian, so we’ll all be 
going out there which will be 
nice. I can’t wait. It’s going to 
be sad though. David really 
wanted to walk her down the 
aisle. He was so pleased when 
they got engaged, he was so 
proud of her.” 

Since David’s death, Barbara 
has focused on the future and 
is trying to remain positive, 
even making a trip back to the 
refuse site in Blenheim Road 
for the first time three weeks 
ago. 

“I can talk about it now. I still 
think I wish I could tell him 
that or I wish we could do such 
and such,” she said. “How peo¬ 
ple manage when they’ve been 
married for 40 years I just 
don’t know. It restricts me to 
what I can do now. 

“I went back to the refuse site 
three weeks ago for the first 
time. My son and I went all the 
way to Sutton but it was closed. 
I said to him that I thought 


Epsom was open so we went 
there. It wasn’t too bad because 
the layout was so different but 
I’ll still avoid it as much as pos¬ 
sible. 

“Since the incident I have ac¬ 
tually appreciated other peo¬ 
ple’s sentiment. People have 
been so kind to me and 
thoughtful and it’s made me 
more thoughtful. If someone 
winds me up I think, what’s the 
point, because it’s down to a 
loss of temper that David’s not 
here.” 

Even though the court case 
did not end as Barbara and her 
family had hoped, she still has 
the utmost respect and praise 
for the team of people who had 
helped her from the start. 

“I would like to praise the po¬ 
lice who handled the case, in 
particular Detective Constable 
Jackie Smith, who gave us 
tremendous support and 
worked so hard on the case,” 
she said. “Also, Mr Temple, an 
eminent QC who pleaded the 
case at the Old Bailey, the staff 
at the court who helped us so 
much and were so sympathetic 
and the Epsom Victim Support 
Group who were indeed most 
supportive. 

“David lost his life after a 
silly argument in a world 
where violence plays far too 
big a role. I have no doubt that 
if he had not been in hospital 
suffering from the severe trau-

Art skills developed

Convicted graffiti “artists” are 
being given the chance to hone 
their skills in a workshop funded by 
taxpayers. 

The scheme, run by Sutton Youth 
Service, has been described by crit¬ 
ics as a “complete waste of money”. 

Eight youngsters, four of whom 
have been caught in the past for 
graffiti offences, were encouraged 
to try out their painting skills at the 
workshop based at the Quad youth 
centre in Carshalton. 

A spokesman for the youth ser¬ 
vice said the street art workshop 
“combined mastering artistic tech¬ 
nique with contemporary style”. 

But Councillor Paul Scully, leader 
of the opposition on Sutton Coun¬ 
cil, said: “As Conservatives we sup¬ 
port schemes to get young people off 
the streets and out of trouble, but 
we need to remember that graffiti is 
not a victimless crime. 

“This kind of vandalism can ruin 
neighbourhoods and blight lives. 
We need to think twice before en¬ 
couraging it. In our view, taxpayers’ 
money would be better spent else¬ 
where.” 

A spokesman for the Conservative 
Party said: “You wouldn’t give a 
convicted thug with a knife some 
fencing lessons, would you?” 

Paintings by the children, who are 


aged between 14 and 16, are on dis¬ 
play at the Sutton Youth Centre. 

Sutton Council’s project leader 
Liz Gleeson said: “The street art 
project taught the young people 
how to push and challenge them¬ 
selves. Many of these kids have fall¬ 
en out of the mainstream education 
system and what we provide is real¬ 
ly about informal education.” 

One of the participants Ben 


Keogh, 16 , said: “I am really proud 
of myself. I joined the project after 
getting in trouble with the police 
for my graffiti, but I haven’t been in 
any trouble since.” 

The project has received support 
from Lib Dem Councillor Tony 
Brett Young. He said: “Projects such 
as this show just how much poten¬ 
tial our young people have to offer 
when given a chance.”

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The desert scenery in Lawrence of 
Arabia appears less ravishing 
through a Nokia lens and the kinet¬ 
ic energy of Raging Bull is some¬ 
what lost on a Sony Ericsson. 

But the reduced capabilities of 
mobile phones have done nothing 
to deter the latest generation of 
avante-garde film-makers from em¬ 
bracing the smallest of screens. 

Aspiring Spielbergs and Scors¬ 
eses are increasingly turning their 
backs on lights, cameras and staged 
action in favour of making master¬ 
ly movies entirely on their hand¬ 
sets. 

“Cellywood”, the film industry 
that fits into a cellphone, is sudden¬ 
ly turning heads. The trend was 
pushed forward in Carshalton 
when the Reel Change project held 
a free workshop recently 

Dozens of teenagers visiting New 
Century Youth Centre were in¬ 
structed how to create a block¬ 
buster on their mobiles and upload 
it to a website within a day. 

Rosie Murdoch, film co-ordinator 
for Reel Change, says: “We aren’t 
film-makers, but most of us carry 
miniature digital video cameras in 
our back pockets and handbags 
every day 

“If you’re curious, you’ll have 
played with this function on your 
phone and worked out how to make 
small movies but it’s unlikely you’ll 
have thought of this as film-mak¬ 
ing.” 

Miniature cinema is proving so 
popular that pocket film festivals 
are fast becoming fixtures in cities 
such as Paris, Rome, Hong Kong 
and Yokohama. 

Since 2006, Robert Redford’s Sun¬ 
dance Institute has sponsored five 
short films for mobile viewers. And 
earlier this year Spike Lee, the most 
influential black film-maker in 
America, fastened on to the genre, 
with a short film of You Tube-style 
videos created with mobile phones.

the new information revolution 
could be as significant as the devel¬ 
opment of Johannes Gutenberg’s 
printing presses. 

Reel change, run by Tower Ham¬ 
lets Summer University with fund¬ 
ing from the London Development 
Agency, has more modest ambi¬ 
tions. It wants to use the emerging 
art form simply as a way of giving 
young people a voice. 

Rosie says: “Mobile film-making 
has democratised the process. You 
don’t need expensive video cameras 
or elaborate editing software, as we 
show young people how to point, 
shoot and upload a film to the web 
within a day. 

“According to Ofcom, 82 per cent 
of young people have a mobile 
phone and it’s important we 
show the positive ways 
phones can be used for cre¬ 
ativity and expression, not 
just for texting your 
friends.” 

There should be plenty of 
opportunities in the future. 

A Nokia survey of 9,000 
customers concluded that 
by 2012 one in four will cre¬ 
ate, edit or share entertain¬ 
ment, instead of relying on 
traditional media outlets. 

The transformation is 
being wrought by cheaper 
digital memory, faster 
transmission speeds and ad¬ 
vancements in video quali¬ 
ty on mobile phones. 

People on the Reel Change 
course were able to produce 
more than grainy images. 

They had been asked about 
perceptions of young peo¬ 
ple, and what three things 
they would change if they 
were in power. 

The discussion provided 
fertile ground for a wave of 
impassioned micro-movies, 


with one group focusing on how 
teenagers are barred from entering 
shops in groups. 

The film-makers recorded inter¬ 
views with shopkeepers and imag¬ 
ined how adults would react in the 
same situation. 

Rosie says: “When the young peo¬ 
ple saw their films on a bigger 
screen they had a huge sense of 
achievement about what they had 
achieved while having fun. 

“One young person remarked, ‘it 
was better than what I usually do 
with my free time’, which is what 
our courses are all about, offering 
opportunities for free courses to 
raise the aspirations of young peo¬ 
ple. 

“If they have fun along the way 
then that’s a success.”

Fuel ‘mix-up’ cost £1,500

Global giant Shell took a batter¬ 
ing this week, when a Sutton 
man blamed the company for 
more than £2,000 in damages 
after an alleged fuel contamina¬ 
tion incident. 

Michael Farrell, who uses his 
van to deliver precious NHS 
blood supplies to hospitals and 
medical centres across the UK 
each week, said he was appalled 
by his recent visit to the Shell St 
George’s service station in Wey- 
bridge. 

He said he filled his van with 
diesel, settled up - and then 
broke down 230 miles down the 
road. 

He said: “I started driving and 
then all of a sudden my van just 
stopped, there was no power 
whatsoever. 

“When I got it back to the me¬ 
chanics in Morden, they told me 
I needed a new diesel filter be¬ 
cause my tank had been con¬ 
taminated with unleaded fuel. 


“That cost nearly £600 to do 
and then I lost six days’ deliver¬ 
ies with the van off the road, so 
I lost £1,500.” 

He said he had two receipts, 
which proved he was right - one 
from the service station, which 
documented his diesel fuel pur¬ 
chase and another from the me¬ 
chanic - stating unleaded fuel 
was detected in the tank. 


Robins and Day Morden ser¬ 
vice manager, Trevor Guy, who 
dealt with Mr Farrell’s vehicle, 
confirmed the fuel had been 
contaminated. 

He said: “We are not saying we 
know how it got into his tank, 
but there was definitely petrol 
mixed into the diesel.” 

But Shell spokeswoman Olga 
Gorodilina - who apologised to 


Mr Farrell for any inconve¬ 
niences - said the mechanic’s 
word was not enough to point 
the finger at the fuel giant. 

She said it was extremely dif¬ 
ficult for customers to establish 
if a diesel contamination had 
actually took place, because you 
couldn’t “see or smell it”. 

She said: “You can only estab¬ 
lish contamination by chemical 
analysis, so even a garage me¬ 
chanic would not be able to di¬ 
agnose this.” 

The company came to this 
conclusion after conducting a 
standard fuel quality investiga¬ 
tion, she added. “It was revealed 
there were no other customer 
complaints and no other dis¬ 
crepancies in delivery docu¬ 
ments or stock management. 

“If crossover had been the 
cause, there would be very obvi¬ 
ous telltale signs - but there 
were none in this case.” 

Mr Farrell, who visited the 
station on June 8, urged any 
other affected motorists to call 
him on 07890107 933. 


Power out in 1,200 homes 


More than 1,000 people were 
left without electricity last 
week after a minor power cut. 

According to EDF Energy a 
fault on an underground cable 
led to 1,200 customers in the 
Albion Road area losing their 
supply at about 5.15pm last 
Thursday. 


A spokeswoman confirmed 
that engineers were able to re¬ 
store power to the majority of 
customers within an hour, and 
a remaining 100 customers saw 
their supply back on by 
6.30pm. 

The company apologised for 
any inconvenience.

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Dog snatch ‘disgrace’

Sutton police were forced to defend 
their investigating skills this week, 
following a woman’s claims that of¬ 
ficers attached little importance to 
her dog being stolen. 

Sally Bowler said her five-month- 
old Staffordshire bull terrier puppy, 
Elbe, was stolen near her home in 
Gisbourne Close, Wallington, on 
May 17. 

Miss Bowler said she was heart¬ 
broken after the incident with 
Elbe, who was given to her as a pre¬ 
sent after her German shepherd 
died at Christmas. 

She said: “My neighbour Amy 
witnessed the whole thing. She saw 
two young men - who are trouble¬ 
makers around here - parked near¬ 
by in a white van. They then picked 
up Elbe and asked her if she be¬ 
longed to her. When she said no, 
they put Elbe in the back of the van 
and drove off.” 

Miss Bowler said the police were 
given the vehicle’s registration im-

mediately, but officers took a week 
to visit the abeged offenders’ home. 

She said: “When the police finally 
went to interview them, the boys 
admitted they had stolen dogs be¬ 
fore. But, even after knowing that, 
they didn’t search the boys or go 
into their house.” 

She said she also questioned re¬ 


sults of a CCTV investigation. 

Miss Bowler said: “The police say 
they checked CCTV footage from 
Croydon Road - the only street the 
men would have had to have driven 
down to leave my place. But they 
told me they found nothing to go 
on. 

“It’s absolutely disgraceful the 
way they’ve handled it - not once 
did they cab me to give me updates. 

“I know it’s not a missing child, 
but Elbe’s a living, feeling creature 
and she was stolen. 

“Now all these thoughts are hood¬ 
ing through my mind, like maybe 
she’s being mistreated or being 
trained as a fighting dog. When I 
take on a dog, I take it on for life, so 
I can’t explain how awful I feel.” 

Sutton police spokesman Colin 
Walden would not disclose how 
long officers took to interview the 
abeged offenders or whether the 
property was searched. 

He said: “Sutton police has fuby 
investigated the matter. However, 
we have been unable to link the sus¬ 
pects with the theft of the dog.”

Every family has its history, often with dark secrets 
unknown to current generations. SAMANTHA CAIRNS 
takes a look at pastime of genealogy and the family 
secrets unearthed by author Andrew Skelton 


No longer keeping it 
in the family closet 



Family vault: A memorial to Ralph Willett 


Family history research often un¬ 
covers juicier information than the 
Hollywood tabloids. 

That’s why droves of people from 
across the world are becoming ad¬ 
dicted to trawling through their 
family lines, in the hope they might 
one day stumble over a sensational 
scandal or fairytale. 

It’s also quite a catching hobby - 
usually once one person starts re¬ 
searching, all of their relatives 
start to follow. 

Wallington-born author and his¬ 
torian Andrew Skelton is guilty as 
charged - a self-confessed genealo¬ 
gy junkie. 

He’s been delving into his family 
history for years, uncovering any¬ 
thing he can about his ancestors, 
the Willett-Adye family of St Kitts 
in the West Indies. 

Mr Skelton said he found out the 
clan had settled in St Kitts during 
the 17th and 18th centuries. 

He said: “They are likely to have 
known George Taylor’s family who 
lived on the island and bought the 
Manor of Carshalton in the late 
18th century. 

“Then I found out the Taylor fami¬ 
ly had at least one black servant, 
Samuel Mudian.” 

He said his search was prompted 
when his grandmother passed 
down information about his links 
to the Willett-Adye family from her 
very own grandmother. 

By looking through old archive 
letters and reading relevant books, 
Mr Skelton discovered his ances¬ 
tors had built up a portfolio of West 
Indian sugar cane estates linked to 
the slave trade. 

“Records show that around the 
1820s or so, they owned a total of 
about 350 slaves who worked on 
their various sugar plantations,” 
Mr Skelton said. 

“And they were paid over £13,000 
in compensation after their emanci¬ 
pation in the mid-1830s.” 

He said he was delighted when he 
discovered the head of the family 
was Ralph Willett, a man who 
owned one of the finest book collec¬ 
tions in England. 

When his heirs sold some of the 
books to pay debts in 1813, they 
raised £13,580 - a huge sum at the 
time. 

The collection contained some of 
the earliest printed materials from 
the mid-15th century, including 
works by Gutenberg and early 
books on America and the West In¬ 
dies. 

Mr Skelton said: “Even the fami¬ 
ly’s estate at Merley House in 
Dorset had some impressive books 
in the library 

“Some of its plaster was decorat¬ 
ed with sugar cane as a reminder of 
the St Kitts sugar plantations that 
had generated the money to build 
the house and buy the books. 

“But I’m not sure what happened 
to the St Kitts estates after 1889 - I 
suspect that they were sold some¬ 
time before the First World War.” 

Mr Skelton said he did manage to 
uncover a bit of “dirt” about the 
last of the family though. 

The last man to hold the Willett- 
Adye name, Willet Lawrence Adye, 
managed to father about 14 chil¬ 
dren with two different women at 


the same time. 

“His wife found out about the 
other woman when he was taken ill 
in Portsmouth, where his illegiti¬ 
mate children and their mother 
lived,” Mr Skelton said, adding he 
discovered he was related to the 
illegitimate side of the clan. 

He said: “I found out his eldest 
daughter from the Portsmouth side 
of the family was my great-great- 
grandmother.” 

But the family name died in the 
1950s - when the father’s last sur¬ 
viving legitimate child, Cornelia 
Sophia Skelton, died. 

Mr Skelton said most of the fami¬ 
ly money had been spent - the ma¬ 
jority on maintaining an 
upper-class lifestyle, doctors’ bills 
and keeping up appearances. 

“In fact she left only £2,500,” he 
said. 

“On her death, her family papers 
were destroyed by her housekeeper, 
which is destroying for any family 
historian like myself.” 

But he said there were always 
other ways of finding out family 
history 

Workshops - like Sutton library’s 
free family history seminar next 
weekend - are a good option for 
budding researchers looking to get 
off on the right foot, he said. 

“I’ll be talking about the history 
of my ancestors at the seminar, 
which will provide some valuable 
tips for everyone who comes along,” 
Mr Skelton said. 

Another of the speakers, Paul 
Crooks, will talk from personal ex¬ 
perience about how easy it can be to 
research Jamaican and African 
roots. 

The third speaker, Sue Barnard - 
a researcher on the Gentlemen 
Slavers’ Project - will divulge the 
details of how she researched Sut¬ 
ton’s connections with the transat¬ 
lantic slave trade. 

The seminar forms part of a larg¬ 
er slavery awareness project that 


started last year, marking the 200th 
anniversary of the abolition of the 
transatlantic slave trade. 

The project was made possible 
last year when Sutton Council’s 
archives service received a £36,552 
Heritage Lottery grant to research 
how the transatlantic slave trade 
benefited the local area, and raise 
awareness of the slave trade among 
schools. 

The first part of the project was 
an exhibition which toured local 
schools and libraries, telling the 
story of local slave trade connec¬ 
tions. 

Year eight students at Overton 
Grange School recently participat¬ 
ed in the “Gentlemen Slavers’ Pro¬ 
ject”. 

Two local historians presented a 
talk to the 22 students - testing their 
knowledge of slavery. 

Overton Grange School history 
teacher, Kate Redman, said the les¬ 
son had a big impact on the stu¬ 
dents. 

She said: “Students were really in¬ 
terested to know what had hap¬ 
pened in Sutton in the past.” 

“They were surprised that Sutton 
had a connection with the West In¬ 
dies and slavery.” 

Sutton lead councillor for leisure 
and libraries, Graham Tope, said 
the lesson had proved a hit with stu¬ 
dents. 

He said: “It’s encouraging that the 
Gentleman Slavers teachers’ pack 
has already had positive feedback 
from the first school where it was 
piloted. 

“It’s really helping to bring histo¬ 
ry to life for our residents. 

“Saturday’s seminar will also be a 
good opportunity for people to 
learn about their own family histo¬ 
ry and Sutton’s.”

School enjoys day in 
the sun with switch-on 


Pupils at the aptly-named 
Greenshaw High School are 
buzzing with excitement 
after they switched on 
their £20,000 state-of-the- 
art solar panels. 

Greenshaw High is among 
100 schools across the UK 
who will receive the panels 
following a successful nom¬ 
ination by Co-operative 
staff and members. 

Another school set to ben¬ 
efit from the scheme is 
Foresters Primary in 
Wallington. 

It has been half funded by 
the Co-operative Group’s 
£lm Green Energy for 
Schools scheme with 
match-funding from the 
Government’s Low Carbon 
Building Programme 
(LCBP). 

Valentine Oba, manager 
of the Co-operative food 
store in Rosehill, said: 
“This clean, silent technol¬ 
ogy will help educate 
Greenshaw High Schools 
pupils about green energy 
as well as reducing the 
school’s reliance on fossil 
fuels. 

“We hope the switch-on of 
these rooftop solar panels 
will give the whole commu¬ 
nity a jolt by sending out a 
strong message about the 
urgent need to do what we 
can to tackle climate 
change.” 

Schools were nominated 
for the project by Co-opera¬ 
tive staff and members and 
SolarCentury, which erects 
the panels, then assessed 
the suitability of their 
premises. 

The 24 photovoltaic pan¬ 
els should generate around 
3,300kWh of electricity 


each year - enough to 
power a school computer 
for 33,000 hours or to make 
180,000 cups of tea for 
thirsty teachers - saving 
around two tonnes of car¬ 
bon dioxide. 

Each photovoltaic panel 
measures 1.32m long by lm 
wide and is rated at 162 
Watts of peak output. Pho¬ 
tovoltaic cells do not need 
to be in direct sunlight to 
work and will generate 
electricity even on cloudy 
days. The brighter the day, 
the greater the energy gen¬ 
erated. 

The Co-operative’s com¬ 
munity and campaigns 
manager Melanie Phillips 
said: “It is appropriate that 
we are drawing on our own 
expertise and funding to 
help this local school cut 
its carbon dioxide emis¬ 
sions. 

“By switching on these 
solar panels, Greenshaw 
High School is teaching the 
next generation about cli¬ 
mate change, while setting 
an excellent example to 
other schools, businesses 
and homes in Sutton. We 
hope this will inspire wider 
efforts to reduce the whole 
community’s carbon foot¬ 
print.” 

Headteacher John Fuller 
added: “It is a great privi¬ 
lege to be able to generate 
our own renewable elec¬ 
tricity through this gener¬ 
ous Co-operative initiative. 

“The solar panels will 
help to us become a green¬ 
er, more energy-efficient 
school while encouraging 
pupils to think about other 
ways we can help the envi¬ 
ronment.”

“We make skin cream from 
the bees’ wax and also a lip 
balm. It was what monks used 
to use.”

When seduced by the idea of dining out¬ 
doors, it’s all too easy to forget the grim 
realities of being the barbecue host. 

Even when the weather cooperates 
there’s still the last-minute dash through 
the supermarket followed by the horror 
discovery that the gas bottle is empty, the 
charcoal is wet and someone forgot to put 
the beer in the fridge. 

If the weather - not to mention the 
steak - is looking a bit dodgy, provide a 
distraction by popping the cork of the 
champagne-style bottled King Cobra beer 
(750ml bottle priced from £3.80 at all 
major supermarkets). This double-fer¬ 
mented lager tastes deceptively light for 
an 8 per cent ABV beer - share this with 
your mates and make sure none of them 
are driving home afterwards. 

Popular with many barbecue chefs is 
Pilsner Urquell (500ml bottles £1.49 each, 
four-packs of 330ml bottles £4.15, avail¬ 
able from Waitrose and other selected 
stores) - and they’re not the only ones. 

This Czech lager was named as the best 
tasting pilsner at the 2007 World Beer 
Championships and it’s a good palate re¬ 
fresher if you’re eating chicken or pork 
sausages smothered in spicy barbecue 
sauce. 

Wine-wise, Castillo de Molina Sauvi- 
gnon Blanc 2007 from Chile’s Elqui Valley 
(£7.49 at Majestic or £5.99 if you buy any 
two Chilean wines) is alive with lots of 
zingy, zesty summer flavours - think lime, 
pineapple and passionfruit. Italian Orvi- 
eto Classico Secco 2006 (usually £6.59, cur¬ 
rently down to £5.89 at Oddbins) is 
another good party wine - crisp and dry 
with plenty of zip. 

For an alternative to rose, invite a lively 
Australian over. Brown Brothers’ Tarran- 
go 2006 (£5.99, Asda, Sainsbury’s, Somer- 
field, Tesco, Waitrose, Co-op and 
Budgens) is a light-bodied red with rasp¬ 
berry and cherry flavours that’s ideal for 
summer quaffing. Serve it lightly chilled. 

Drink this: It’s thirsty work being the 
host with the most - especially if you’ve 
had to make the backyard habitable first. 
Keep the barbecue chef refreshed with a 
Cockburn’s Light White Port and tonic, 
or two. 

Splash 25-50ml of Cockburn’s Light 
White Port into a tall glass and top with 
tonic water, leaving room for plenty of ice 
and a slice of lemon. Cockburn’s Light 
White Port is available from Sainsbury’s, 
Morrisons and Somerfield, RRP £7.49. 






Ilf you are looking for a dining 
experience which offers some¬ 
thing rather special, then Gem¬ 
ini in Tadworth is a place you 
should visit, writes Carol 
Williams.

Junction is safer now - 
but more must be done 


I agree entirely with Charles 
Watson. 

The present traffic priori¬ 
ties have made that junction 
by the Hogsmill pub much 
safer because the problem of 
a lack of visibility to the 
right when turning from 
Cromwell Road into Worces¬ 
ter Park Road has been re¬ 
solved. 

However, the design needs 
improving. 

When driving from 
Cromwell Road into Worces¬ 
ter Park Road the bend be¬ 
comes tighter and tighter, 
thus tending to push vehicles 


towards the centre of the 
road. 

Conversely vehicles coming 
from Worcester Park Road 
into Cromwell Road tend to 
cut the corner, often crossing 
the centre line, especially if 
the intention is to turn left 
into Old Malden Lane which 
is now a very tight turn. 

I can see no reason why 
Worcester Park Road/Old 
Malden Lane (eastbound) 
traffic should not drive 
straight ahead without im¬ 
pediment. 

Old Malden Lane/Worces- 
ter Park Road (westbound) 


traffic should continue to 
give way and negotiate the 
right turn as they have to do 
now, and the Cromwell 
Road/Worcester Park Road 
bend should be eased so it be¬ 
comes a more consistent arc 
and the carriageway 
widened a little on the bend 
to create a safety zone in the 
middle of the road. 

This is a well-used road 
junction but if the layout re¬ 
mains as it is it can only be a 
matter of time before there is 
a serious collision. 

May I also make a point 
about Worcester Park Road 


itself. There is always a long 
line of parked vehicles on 
the south side of the road, 
yet the centre line is posi¬ 
tioned as though they are not 
there. 

One consequence is that, 
when travelling towards 
Kingston Road, the left and 
right turning arrows are ob¬ 
scured until the traffic lights 
are reached. 

Far too many right-turning 
vehicles use the left-turning 
lane at those lights.

This is punishable by a fixed 
penalty notice of £30 under Sec¬ 
tion 51 and Schedule 3 of the 
Road Traffic Offenders Act 1988. 

So it adds to all the other of¬

The result sees the youngster 
land at least a £17,000 pay day in 
this year’s singles, having 
beaten a man 547 places above 
him in the world rankings.

The former Reeds School 
student, who faces 25th seed 
Dmitry Tursnunov in the sec¬ 
ond on Thursday, strings the 
racquets that see him power 
down first serves at more than 
120mph - doing one on the 
morning of his big match. 

And Eaton, who reached the 
first round after winning 
through the qualifying tourna¬ 
ment at Roehampton, has 
revealed his system will not 
change for the time being. 

“I always string my racquets 


at the National Tennis Centre. I 
know exactly how they are 
going to come out,” he said. 

“I always do them myself 
unless I’m abroad. 

“I will probably restring 
another before the next round.” 

Surrey-based Eaton, ranked 
661 in the world, will also 
pocket at least £5,250 in the 
men’s doubles, helping provide 
some light relief on the notori¬ 
ously tough Futures Tour - the 
lowest level of professional ten¬ 
nis. And he admits the big 
match atmosphere at the All 
England Club has given him 
the thirst for more as he bids to 


break in to the top tier of the 
men’s game. 

“This is a dream come true. 
To actually win my match is 
phenomenal,” he added. 

“The money will be great. It is 
going to help me travel around, 
play the tournaments I want to 
play and fund my life. 

“Playing the futures circuit is 
very hard. There is no glamour. 
You just have to fight for every 
single point, fight for every sin¬ 
gle match and hopefully you get 
here. Wimbledon is the biggest 
tournament. It is the one I like 
the most.”
